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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/18/09 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It's not clear what scope and meaning of "more 
elastic" should include as it's used in the claim, ie material deforms elastically under 
less stress than other material, bolt deforms under less load than sleeve, material is 
capable of greater elastic elongation than other material, bolt is capable of greater 
elongation within elastic range than sleeve. Similar consideration applies to limitation of 
claim 4. Clarification and/or correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Pat. No. 5,690,456 to Wedellsborg. 

6. Weddelsborg '456 teaches Applicant's claim limitations including : a "first 
element to be braced" - 12, a "second element to be braced" - 14, a "bracing bolt" - 16, 
"is strained to its yielding point" - as described at paragraph 19 of Background of the 
Invention and par 21 of the Detailed description for example wherein reference goes on 
to describe breaking of the bolt at par 22, a "sleeve" - 28, "a "sleeve tensioning device" - 
including 40. 

7. As regards claim 7, reference describes the steps where it is examiner's position 
that "wherein" clause (last of claim) is functionally recited as a capability, not a step and 
that prior art having same arrangement as the presently-disclosed invention is 
inherently capable of such function for the same reasons. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. Arguments regarding the relative elasticity of claimed elements 
is persuasive inasmuch as the prior art doesn't teach or provide motivation to choose 
relative elasticity as claimed.
